H owever religious observances may 
change in England, the eating of hot 
cross huns on Hood.Friday is not likely 
to die out. 
Still, enthusiasm in this 
particular has considerably declined 
since the days when Mrs. H and s kept 
the Chelsea Bun House a t the corner 
of Je w s’ row, now Pimlico road.

m any people were in the habit of Hock­ 
ing there on Good F riday in order to 
eat hot cross buns th at on one occasion 
50,000 persons assembled there, and

T he royal 
fam ily and many of Hie aristocracy 
used to visit her in th e morning, and 
Queen Charlotte even presented her 
w ith a sliver half gallon m ug contain­ 
ing 5 guineas. Tile house remained in 
tin* possession «of lier fam ily for some 
time, as Sir Richard Phillips, writing a 
few years before its destruction, men­ 
tions. After adm itting th a t for upward 
of thirty years he had never passed the 
house without tilling his pockets, lie 
goes on to say, “These buns have af­ 
forded a competency and even wealth 
to four generations of the sam e family, 
and it is singular th a t their delicate 
llavor, iigbtness aud richness have nev­ 
er been successfully im itated.” When 
Kaiielagli w as closed, the Bun House 
declined in popularity, though as late 
a s 1831) 24.OOO huns were sold on Good 
F riday alone.—London Chronicle.

This Is tho first authentic case of the 
lower of the cartoon in a hall of jus- 
ice, hut it illustrates the pow er of the 
pencil in depicting tile follies of the 
bolish and tile affectations of the urti- 
icial. 
T here is no telling w hen the a rt of 
caricature began. There a re a num ber 
if grotesques th a t have come down to 
is from earliest Egyptian times. The 
Ireeks employed pictures to emphasize 
their satire, and so did the Ilomaus. 
VII through th e middle ages there were 
numberless examples of "grotesque* 
des” which, curiously enough, were 
isetl In enforcing the doctrines of the 
burgh by m eans of satirizing the devil.. 
But th e eighteenth century w as the 
icyday of the cartoon. 
Beginning in F rance and overrunning 
into Holland aud thence across the 
channel into England, the flood of cari- 
•aturfsts carried everything before it, 
md it is safe to say th a t we reud the 
listory of Hie times with clearer vision 
m d w ith more accuracy of detail for 
lie mirror which caricaturists held up 
to reflect the striking peculiarities of 
he men ami events passing before it. 
G autier mentions a Spanish cartoon- 
st, Francisco Gaya y Lucientes, a mix- 
ure of R em brandt, W atteau and Ra­ 
belais. w ho preceded the tw o great car­ 
icaturist* of the latter half of the 
iighteenth eotjjury. George Cruiksliank 
u E ngland and M. Charlet in France. 
Jim rlet is known as the father of mod- 
?rn social caricature aud holds as good 
itle to ids position as does I * iii i i pa u to 
hat of the father of comic journalism, 
a ith Le Charivari, the strongest paper 
»f its kind. Then came P unch in l i g ­ 
and. which still retains its subtitle of 
I the Loudon Charivari, for years the 
faithful if not the most highly polished 
•effecter of British life. 
Upon its staff 
John Leech, Richard Doyle. John Fen- 
nicl. George du Maurier and a dozen 
lien of lesser name kept G reat Britain 
n good humor for two generations. 
It has been reserved for America, 
however, to bring forth a new race of 
caricaturists, which for lack of a better 
itle may be called the personal car- 
oonists, men who seize upon the char-

?artoous are known by the most protui- 
lent features in their physical, mental 
br morn I ana kcup.
